Practice O f Medicine A fte r LAUDS FOUNDER 


49 Years O f Service In County OF ALWINE FIRM 


Dr, H M H artm an, S prings ave­ 
nue, Piiday discontinued the prac­ 
tice of m edicine afte r 49 years as a 
local physician. 


B om February 12, 1873, In Mt. 
Joy township, n ear Littlestow n, the 
78-year-old physician served th o u ­ 
sands of countians during the nearly 
half century of his service as a g en ­ 
eral practitioner D uring th at tim e 
he delivered m ore th a n 3.000 babies 
and counted am ong his patients the 
children and grandchildren of some 
of the youngsters he brought into 
th e world during the early days of 
his practice. 
His life as a doctor covered the 
period of the horse and buggy days 
w hen he m aintained two speedy 
horses to draw his buggy over the 
country roads to nearly every sec­ 
tion of the county to the tim e whem 
the autom obile sped the doctor to 
his patient. 
Raised On Farm 
A son of th e late Mr. and Mrs. 
Jacob H artm an he was raised on 
a farm and, as an only son, for a 
tim e thought of being a farm er. He 
developed during th a t period a love 
of horses w hich he still possesses. 
At one tim e he owned a num ber of 
horses which he entered in tro ttin g 
an d pacing races in th is section and 
several were entered in races a t 
G oshen, 
N. 
Y , 
the * ca p ila r of 
harness racing 
He even drove in a num ber of 
local races. 
Dr H * was one of the 
m ore fam ous horses in his stable, 
but a num ber of others were equally 
successful in* w inning .races, W hile
